Hunting for Men Fire on Citizen

yard on Saturday evening,

liable to Tttce the police court on n 


1 serious. charge. 


Tho th'reo prisoners were suppos- 


ed to have been locked in their cells 


at seven. o'clock, but at nine O'CIOCK 
they -were " reported missing. 


iAta investigation disclosed, that tne 


men had, by some tall- clitntiihg, 
reached the top-of the cell cage, and 
from there had, reached the ventila- 
tor on the roof-of the -prison wing; 
and then in some manner succeeded 
In reaching the- ground. Just how 
they got 'from the roof of the build- 
Ing, at least sixty feet 
from the 


ground and of smooth concrete sides, 
has got them all puzzled. They may 


.have possibly climbed down with the 
aid of windows and projections, but 
It would have been a feat of wall 
scaling that would have been won- 
derful. 


lAit any rate at nine o'clock, when 


the alarm was given, tho three men 
had not only escaped from the pris- 
on, but from the island, and not a 
trace of tfiem was to be seen. The 
marine guard were turned out and 
the entire Island beaten over with 
lanterns, but no clew of the men was 
found: 


An armed guard was sent to this 


city and they made a search of the 
•water front and other parts of tlie 
city. 


Fired at a Young Man. 


At least tliree of the marine guard 


which was sent over got into serious 
trouble. They had been hanging a- 
bout the depot for some hours, and 
at 1.45 Sunday morning Russell Bad- 
ger was on his way home, when near 
Josjph Hett's house " on Maplewood. 
avenue he was met by a marine with 
a revolver strapped to his side and 
asked for a match. He gave him one 
and .started for home. 


Just .after lie. passed

On-the other hand the question the farmer seek- 
ing to locate^ in a new country asks is, "What are Its railroad fa- 
cilities?" The things most needed by the farmer and the railroad, 
but which are neglected to the detriment of both, are a better ac- 
quaintance arid closer,working relations. These mutual benefits can 
be attained through the. officers of the Farmers' Union, representing 
- 


the producers, and the officers of the railroads, representing tbe car- 
riers, dealing directly with each other. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson recently said that the most press- 


Ing needs of the United States-are a greater portion of farmers and 
more farming land in cultivation. Vfe would better spend more of 
the.money we burn' up in powder In making new farms. 


A forty acre farm of irrigated laud will comfortably support a 


family of five. 
It costs ?50,000 to make a 12-Inch gun. The money 


that goes to pay for this gun would reclaim 1571 acres of land, pro-' 
.Tiding, homes for. 190 people. -When all'the-guns on all the'battle--- 
ships are shot one'time the government blows-In noise, and smoke 
?150;000. This would reclaim; more than 4000 acres'of land, giving 
homes to more than. 500 farmers and'their families:.; -The money' 
consumed in powder is-lost to all'future. The farmer who buys the 
reclaimed land 'must pay the government back.

?40,GOO to ?50,000 to secure railroads from 50 to 100 miles In length. 
This should not" be. 


The laws of the country should so protect and encourage invest- 


ment in railroad construction as .to prevent the necessity of citizens 
having to contribute to help build them. If I were asked to name 
the most effective way to check this country's growth I would say 
stop railroad construction for a few years and our country will be- 


: come a nation of Industrial decadence.

SMALL ARMS

the.war department a new manual 
relating to small-arms 
firing,

January 1, 1010. This manual is of 
interest not only to marksmen 
of 


the regular army, but to those con- 
nected with the organized militia.. It 
establishes some new conditions of 
rifle firing and is the result of

comprehensive investigation

subject by expert army officers, who 
conducted experiments at the Army 
School of Musketry at the Presidio

In general,

nearly 
correspond to 


those which would prevail in time of 
war.

that small-arms firing should be con- 
ducted with the least aid to mark-
